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Assessment appeal petition started 

* home owner throws support behind bid to change rates from province

A local woman, angered by the change 
in her taxes resulting from the change to 
equalized assessment, has started a peti¬ 
tion to support the town council in their 
efforts to appeal the assessment rates. 

Jean Craven, well known for her tennis 
coaching, is circulating a petition calling 
for support for town council's efforts to 
launch an appeal on the new assessment 
values, which increased Didsbury prop¬ 
erty values dramatically. 

Didsbury’s acting CAO Doug 


Plamping said town council has contracted 
with a company to look for grounds to 
appeal the factors used under the new 
equalized assessment to develop the edu¬ 
cation mill rate. 

The equalized assessment, which is 
meant to level out property values around 
the province to allow the Alberta govern¬ 
ment to apply a flat mill rate for education 
tax purposes, increased Didsbury's total 
property value from $13 million to $22 
million. Plamping said council feels the 
increase, in comparison to other areas 
around the province, is not correct. 


Craven, who faces a 78 percent in¬ 
crease on her taxes this year, said the 
change makes it especially hard on peo¬ 
ple living in older homes. 

“A lot of those people are seniors and 
on a fixed income,” she said. “It is 
impossible to think those people can 
afford an increase like this.” 

Plamping said the company con¬ 
tracted to look into ground for appeal 
will be paid a percentage of any money 
they can save the town on the tax bill.

A Sundre man was fined $500 
after pleading guilty to a count of 
indecent exposure. 

Brian Dinny of Sundre was fined 
in Didsbury Provincial Court last 
week after he pleaded guilty to ex¬ 
posing his genitals to the female 
owner of Sundre Feed Farm and Pet 
Supplies. 

The exposure occurred after a 
verbal altercation over an outstand¬ 
ing bill with the owner of the shop in 
January Dinny used foul language 
and later exposed himself 

A curative discharge was granted 
for a man found guilty of driving 
while his blood alcohol was over 
the legal limit 

James Aarsby was given 24 
months probation after telling a pro¬ 
vincial court judge he had enrolled 
in an alcohol abuse treatment pro¬ 
gram which he plans to continue 
this fall. 

Aarsby told the judge he be¬ 
lieved the treatment program would 
help him over come his alcohol 


abuse problem A report from the 
treatment centre also said Aarsby 
had a good chance for recovery. 

As a condition of the probation, 
Aarsby was ordered to continue the 
treatment and was prohibited from 
purchasing, possessing or consum¬ 
ing any alcohol or other prohibited 
drug. 

The bottom line is, if you breach 
any of these conditions you will 
come back before me and it won’t 
be a pleasant experience, ’’said Judge 
Brian Stevenson 

Two young offenders accused of 
stealing a truck and a purse, will 
enter their pleas on the matter in 
Didsbury Provincial Court on June 
14. 

The two young offenders, who 
can’t be named under the young 
Offender’s Act, were charged last 
month after a stolen truck belong¬ 
ing to the Olds College was recov¬ 
ered 

The two boys have each been 
charged with theft over $5000, theft 
under $5000 and two counts of pos¬ 
session of stolen property.

A Saint Ralph?

It could be Saint Ralph if Mike 
Harris' Tories take power in On¬ 
tario June 8th 

Canonization is a very straight¬ 
forward procedure You just need a 
miracle The candidate for saint¬ 
hood doesn't even have to be in the 
neighborhood If someone simply 
invokes the name of said candidate 
and a miracle happens, bingo A 
saint! 

Ontario PC leader Mike Harris 
needed a miracle When this cam¬ 
paign opened, he was twenty points 
behind the front-running Liberals, 
which is more or less where he'd 
been for a couple of years Hut 
Harris invoked Ralph's name, and 
Ralph's program, and his party has 
surged into the lead with a vitality 
that would make Lazarus envious 

Now Mike Harris is about to 
become a premier and for Ontario 
political analysts like Peter 
Debarats, the dean of the Graduate 
School of Journalism at the Univer¬ 
sity of Western Ontario, that's a 
miracle 

’’I Ic's not seen as being, if I can 
put it politely, the most intellectual 
of the three party leaders 1 le's been 
putting his platform out there for 


some time without making any head¬ 
way at all, so I think an association 
with the Conservative premier in 
Alberta, whose image is very posi¬ 
tive, has to do nothing but good for 
Mike Hams right now." 

The NDP premier. Bob Rae, has 
attacked Harris for supporting 
"Ralph Klein-style two tiered health 
care" Debarats thinks that attack 
has backfired 

With Harris in the lead for the 
first time, Klein issued a rather tepid 
endorsement of his Ontario coun¬ 
terpart In a province with a huge 
deficit, Harris has promised an un¬ 
believably large tax cut. It's a recipe 
for trouble, but Klein couldn't refuse 
his blessing to a front-running Con¬ 
servative brother 

Debarats believes that Harris' 
identification with Klein has been 
worth at least three or four points 
That's a decisive amount in most 
elections and almost exactly equal 
to Harris' lead over the Liberals at 
the end of last week 

It doesn't appear to be based as 
much on an analysis of Klein's poli¬ 
cies as it is on the personal popular¬ 
ity of the man himself. As Debarats 
notes, most Ontarians don't know 
much about what goes on in Al¬ 
berta, but they do know Klein's per¬ 
sonal approval rating has soared in 
this province 

A Tory win in Ontario would 
further enhance Klein's image out¬ 
side Alberta, an image Klein's strat¬ 
egists have been polishing up with a 
series of speaking engagements and 
trade missions from New York to 
Zurich. 

Klein told reporters last week 
that he's confident the province can 
run w ithout him The province can, 
of course, but previous outings have 
demonstrated that his government 
usually runs into trouble w hen Ralph 
isn't around

Didsbury's town council had better put a plan of action in place 
quickly to deal with the county council's proposal for recreation 
funding 

The deal means Didsbury will be left holding the bag 

Last week, the newspapers around the county reported that 
county' council had finally put forth a position paper on recreation 
funding which proposes to change the funding formula from an 
assessment base to a per capita base For a town like Didsbury with 
lots of assessment value and a small population, that means less 
funds 

In the proposal, county council reported that their discussions 
with their rate payers said they were not w illing to increases taxes 
at all to pay for an unnecessary luxury like recreation Practically 
in the same breath, the council then says it will continue to keep 
recreation funding for the community halls at the same level, 
because the communities find them so important 

Is this tcrritonalism? 

If you talk w ith Didsbury town councillors, they will tell you that 
discussions w ith county rate pay ers they have met show them that 
a tax increase would be tolerated on country tax bills Especially if 
it keeps county residents from having to pay a higher rate than urban 
residents for use of the recreational facilities like our pool Tow n 
council is not at all happy with the thought that they might have to 
institute a two-tier system, but with county council s proposal, 
either town residents will have to pick up the tab equalling the loss 
of funding, or county users will have to pick it up at the door Not 
an equitable situation at all 

Didsbury has gone a long way towards making residential living 
in the rural area attractive - building a pool, offering local busi¬ 
nesses and services within it boundaries, but yet it seems county 
council forgets the value of a good working relationship with the 
municipalities The only town who will benefit from this proposal 
is Olds A town, by the way, w hich is bound and determined to build 
itself a pool despite being edged by one in Inmsfail. one in Didsbury 
and a proposed pool in Sundre Is it logical to give them more 
recreation funding when they plan to spend it to split the available 
recreation usage? 

Let's face it, Didsbury has some of the best recreational facilities 
in the county, used extensively by county residents Those facilities 
cost money to run If county council is serious about creating a more 
equitable funding arrangement, then they should be looking at ways 
to fund based on operational costs rather than try ing to punish the 
communities that stand against them

mg a broad base of skills in their 
workers so that they could move 
employ ees within the organiza¬ 
tion as the production needs 
changed This was reflected in 
the European school systems 
where students were and are pre¬ 
pared to be multiple skilled - to 
have craft skills as well as theo¬ 
retical know ledge The best ex¬ 
ample of this education system 
w ould be Germany and the other 
Germanic countries 

Canadian understanding of in¬ 
dustry' (which was mostly inher¬ 
ited from the United States) was 
that the mass production that 
brought the United States to a 
w orld pow er did not need a broad 
base of skills and know ledge 

In North America, our labor 
unions have bargained for job 
security and have accepted fairly 
narrow job descriptions based on 
performing repetitive tasks on an 
assembly line This is reflected in 
our schools in the way in which 
we organize students by age and 
years of schooling, parcelled into 
manageable groups, scheduled 
into time blocks for an assembly 
style processing So, instead of 
investing in developing skills to¬ 
gether with knowledge in our 
workforce, Canadian industry 
has invested and still invests most 
of its resources on the further 
education and training of its col¬ 
lege or university educated man¬ 
agers 

Our schools have also focused 
on university and college prepa¬ 
ration in order to develop manag¬ 
ers, doctors, lawyers and den¬ 
tists As a result of our cultural 
respect for management and pro¬ 
fessions, our schools have never 
really addressed the needs of the 
80 percent of students who will 
not be managers, lawyers, doc¬ 
tors and other sought-after pro¬ 
fessions Our schools have, 
through their actions, perpetu¬ 
ated the prestige of a by gone era 


of aristocratic land ownership 
that has very' little to do with the 
present reality. 

Today, the only two industri¬ 
alized nations in the world with¬ 
out a school based system of 
school to work education are the 
United States and Canada At 
least two other nations, Japan 
and Germany, have surpassed 
Canada and the United States in 
competitiveness in world mar¬ 
kets and in growth of productiv¬ 
ity. 

Many major economists indi¬ 
cate that the lack of school to 
work education for both the col¬ 
lege or university-bound student 
as well as the non-college student 
are major contributing factors to 
our economic decline 

In Alberta, many of our edu¬ 
cational leaders see the purpose 
of education as the development 
of well rounded and reasoning 
citizens The Germans would 
agree However, fortheGermans, 
well rounded and reasoning citi¬ 
zens also have jobs and contrib¬ 
ute to society Education for the 
Germans leads to jobs after 
graduation and is therefore voca¬ 
tion oriented, whether the stu¬ 
dent will become a professional 
or a blue collar worker 

Here in Alberta we have a 
cultural distinction regarding the 
quality of one type of education 
over another In Germany all 
education is valuable and impor¬ 
tant as it leads to employment 
and future prosperity for the in¬ 
dividual student and the country 

Here in Alberta, approxi¬ 
mately 77 percent of high school 
graduates enter the work world 
as fresh beginners while in Ger¬ 
many 70 percent ofGcrman youth 
choose to enter a dual sy stem of 
school and business training, 
gaining three years of training 
before leaving high school 

In Alberta, the average age to 
enter an apprenticeship is 27- 


ycars-old In Germany the aver¬ 
age age is 16. 

I could go on but I think that 
my point is made If we are going 
to maintain our standard of liv¬ 
ing and enjoy economic prosper¬ 
ity in this province, we will have 
to change the way we educate our 
children The Alberta Advantage 
must include the vocational train¬ 
ing of our youth w ho are the key 
to our economic and cultural 
prosperity in the future It is all 
well and good for us to be con¬ 
cerned about the intellectual de¬ 
velopment of our children and we 
should be. However, we have 
neglected their vocational prepa¬ 
ration for too long It is time to 
give our children a future beyond 
Shakespeare and mathematical 
theorems 

Together with parents, teach¬ 
ers and school administrators 
need to focus on the career devel¬ 
opment of each student Through 
programs such as the Careers 
2000 program and the Career 
School, planned to open this fall 
1995, we should be able to ad¬ 
dress the training needs of youth 
headed for university as well as 
to work after high school The 
best place for real career training 
is in the work place with the 
employer Employers need to take

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Community working to set Airshed group to hold 

high school mandate meeting in Carstairs

A group of parents, students, 
teachers and community representa¬ 
tives are working to develop a core 
purpose statement for Didsburv high 
School in an effort to prepare them¬ 
selves for a different way of running 
schools this fall 

DHS Principal Ian Taylor said 
the group was struck to develop a 
statement about the purpose of the 
high school so parent advisory coun¬ 
cils would have a standard against 
which to measure their decisions 

“Now that we are moving to¬ 
wards decentralization, the high 
school controls their budget," ’ T ay lor 
said “So we need a basis, a ration¬ 


ale for making the decisions on 
spending ” 

Taylor said the core purpose 
statement will outline a philosophy 
on what the high school stands for 
and what they are trying to accom¬ 
plish 

“That will help us when we are 
trying to decide what to support or 
what to cut,” he said “But it is not 
just about money. It will give us an 
idea where to focus our energy as 
well.” 

Taylor said the group, under the 
guidance of teacher Tom Craven, 
are sharing their ideas with friends 
and family as they learn about the 
pnnciplesof education. The rewards 
are two-fold First the group can 
expand their experience through 


sharing and second, it helps opens 
other minds beyond the group about 
the possibilities of education 
“That is one of the reasons we 
decided to get a community group 
together to develop the core pur¬ 
pose statement,” Taylor said “As 
teachers, we could have put our 
heads together and come up with 
something, but they all voted to 
involve the community. Hopefully 
then the group will have ownership 
and they will be able to support it 
once it is completed ” 

Taylor said the group hopes to 
have a statement in place before the 
end of the school year Parent advi¬ 
sory councils will be elected in the 
fall to oversee management of the 
schools

Attitude adjustment 


• a police officer ’s duties from the civilian \ seat

The ‘all in a night’s work’ rou¬ 
tine of an RCMP officer can be an 
eye-opening foray into the unknown 
for a civilian with a notebook, a 
camera and an unsettling gut fusion 
of curiosity and trepidation 

Participants in the RCMP ‘Ride 
along’ program are almost certainly 
bound to see and hear things they'll 
likely never encounter again, cer¬ 
tainly not from the decidedly dis¬ 
comfiting vantage point of the pas¬ 
senger seat of an RCMP squad car 
To ensure his own safety, Con¬ 
stable Wendell I louk of the Dids- 
bury RCMP detachment began his 
Saturday 7 p.m. to 5 a m. shift by 
meticulously probing every inch of 
the back seat compartment of his 
squad car to ensure no articles had 
been left by prisoners transported 
on the previous shift. 

Would anyone be foolhardy 
enough to ditch drugs or a weapon 
in the back seat of a police carl 
“Ithappens,’’ Houk said 
The officers patrolling the high¬ 
ways and byways running from the 
Bergen Road to Carstairs, Water 
Valley, Cremona, Didsbury and all 
points in between were out in full 
force on this particular night, in 
anticipation of a busy shift Social 
functions involving heavy alcohol 
consumption were on the agenda all 
over the map. 

At 7:15 p.m in Carstairs, how¬ 
ever, all was quiet as Houk wheeled 
around town ‘showing the doors’ 
There’s a time to be visible, Houk 
said, to discourage criminal con¬ 
tenders and a time to appear from no 
where. 

“I lere we go, right here,’’ I louk 
said, flicking on the squad car s 
lights and swinging onto a side road 
20 minutes into the ride 

A youth, sans helmet, surrounded 
by admiring buddies straddled his 
‘not street legal dirt motorcycle, 
smiling nonchalantly The smile 
vanished the minute the youth spot¬ 
ted the police car The lad was di¬ 
rected into the back scat whereupon 
1 louk delivered a brief but effective 
no-nonsense warning I he youth 
was instructed to push the bike home 
and I louk advised the lad that his 
parents would be getting a call the 
following day 

“They’re usualls more afraid of 
their parents than of us, I louk said 
Circling back a few minutes later, 
the youth was observed dutifully 
wheeling the bike home Now that 
thev knew' him, several youths 
waved the next time he passed them 


“ You get to know the kids, ’’ Houk 
said “Once they know you, they’ll 
come to you. T know him’, they’ll 
say, ‘He’s okay, 1 can talk to him,’, 
they'll come forward where before 
maybe they wouldn’t have.” 

In fact, just about everyone he 
passed either waved or nodded in 
his direction as he cruised by. 

“You get that,’ ’ Houk said with a 
smile “It’s a reality check [They’re 
saying,] ‘I’m here, is that okay? I’m 
not doing anything wrong, am I?’” 

I leading across country to I ligh- 
way 22, Houk advised Red Deer’s 
Operation Control Centre he would 
be 4 ‘running some traffic’ ’ and flicked 
on the radar equipment 

The lesson here was, yes, he will 
turn around even if you’re going in 
the opposite direction 

‘ ‘ [Other than ] domestic disputes, 
doing traffic is the most dangerous 
part of the job,” Houk said. “We 


don't know who we’re dealing with 
and when your lights are on every¬ 
body’s looking at you, not watching 
the road. You can get run over pretty 
easily. ’ ’ 

After issuing two routine speed¬ 
ing tickets without incident, Houk 
spotted an apparently abandoned 
car at the side of the road miles from 
a telephone Shortly after he radi¬ 
oed in the license number to the 
control centre, a lone figure trudged 
slowly in our direction. Courtesy of 
the squad car’s cellular, the owner 
of the automobile was able to con¬ 
tact a relative who promised to pick 
him up shortly. 

Handling ‘noisy party’ com¬ 
plaints ate up most of the next two 
hours and as midnight approached, 
intoxicated revellers staggering 
down the street or slumped over 
pick-up tailgates took the forefront. 
I louk appeared totally unfazed by 


the creative language and convo¬ 
luted narratives that followed 
Calmly assessing the circumstances, 
he took the necessary measures to 
diffuse and remedy each situation 
in turn 

“Ninety-nine percent of policing 
is common sense,” he said 

Shortly after midnight he con¬ 
nected with Cst Lewis 

“They’re on foot tonight,” he 
said “That’s good" Lewis agreed 
and wheeled back onto the highway 
toward Didsbury. 

Houk headed toward Water Val¬ 
ley where he checked in with Cpl 
Christensen and Sgt Gaultier A 
check stop outside the Water Val¬ 
ley Saloon yielded a run of cars 
piloted by sober designated -and 
painstakingly polite- drivers. 

After putting on more than 300 
kilometres, the shift was almost over 
Appraising the evening 1 louk said 


“We helped some people out and it 
was nice to see that those who were 
drinking weren’t driving We left 
some impressions Some positive 
impressions, for sure If we get atti¬ 
tude, they get it right back But if 
they show us some respect, they’re 
going to get it returned It’s been a 
good night ”

Some want to see a reduction, 
some are happy their residential 
taxes didn’t go up as much as they 
could and some just weren’t aware 
of the facts, leaving business prop¬ 
erty' owners with mixed reactions to 
the news that they would not re¬ 
ceive the 22 percent decrease due 
them. 

Commercial and industrial prop¬ 
erty owners were supposed to get a 
22 percent decrease on their taxes 
on average this year under the new 
market value assessment, but the 
range between it and residential 
property would have meant home 
owners would have faced an ex¬ 
tremely large increase to cover the 
loss in taxes 

Didsbury’s acting CAO Doug 
Plamping said the ratio between 
resident and commercial/industrial 
property (80 percent to 20 percent) 
applied to municipal taxes, would 
have created a huge tax increase for 
home owners Instead the town de¬ 
cided to keep commercial/indus- 
trial taxes close to last year's rate 
and keep it at that level until growth 
brought the mill rate down to only 
20 percent higher than the residen¬ 
tial mill rate. 

The mill rate is expected to drop 
by five percent next year with the 
addition of the new Super 8 Motel 
on the tax roll 

After hearing the news, some 
business owners said they weren’t 
aware of the change and others had 
mixed reactions 

“I’m looking forward to the day 
when the costs start to go down,” 
said Didsbury Drugs’ owner Claude 
Baril “And I would like to see the 
(mill rate) go down a little more

At the Roulston Museum

The Art of Coopering 

A new exhibit from the Glenbow 
Museum in Calgary salutes the de¬ 
manding profession of Coopering. 
For over 2,000 years, coopers have 
practiced the art of making barrels 
from wood The exhibit, on view at 
the Roulston Museum from 24th of 
May through August, features 
coopering tools and supplies, and 
explores the work involved in mak¬ 
ing effective containers from wood 

For centuries, kegs, casks and 
barrels were the most practical 
method for storing and shipping 


everything from pickles to penny 
nails, from currants to cognac It 
was not until the 1950s that new 
packaging techniques using plas¬ 
tics, metals and cardboard made the 
labor-intensive skills of the cooper 
obsolete 

Today, only a few coopers re¬ 
main, mostly making barrels for 
ageing fine wines and spirits In the 
past, however, coopers could be 
found in almost every town and 
village There were three basic types 
of cooper: the "wet" or "tight" 
cooper made barrels to contain flu¬ 
ids, the "dry" or "slack" cooper 
made more loosely constructed bar¬ 
rels to contain dry goods and the 


"white" cooper made such items as 
buckets, tubs or chums Of these, 
the wet cooper was considered the 
most skilled and "Coopering" ex¬ 
plains why. 

This case is part of Glenbow's 
Rural Loans Program, which ex¬ 
tends museum access to outlying 
Alberta communities. Small exhi¬ 
bitions are circulated on a three- 
month rotating schedule, to areas 
which do not have the facilities to 
house a large display.
